(2) The Register of Copyrights shall contain the particulars specified in Form III. 

IS. Application for Registration of Copyright.— (I) Every application for registration of 
copyright shall be made in accordance with Form IV and every application for registration 
of ihauges in ihe particulars of copyright entered In the Register of Copyrights shall be 
made in accordance with Form V. 

(2) Every such application shall be in respect of one work only, shall he made in tri- 
plicate and shall be accompanied by the lee specified in the Second Schedule in this behalf, 

(3) The person applying for registration shall simultaneously send a copy of the applica- 
tion to eveiy other person interested in the copyright of the work. 

(4) If no objection to such regiattation is received by the Registrar of Copyrights within 
thirty days of the receipt of ihe application by him, he shall, if satisfied about Ihe correct- 
ness of the particulars given in the application, enter such particulars In the Register of 
Copyrights. 

(!>) If the Rcgisfiar ol Copyrights receive! any objections lor such registration within 
the time specified in sub-rule (4), or. it he Is not satisfied about the correctness of the parti- 
culars given in the application, he may, after holding such inquiry as he deems fit, enter 
such particulars of the work in the Register ol Copyrights as he considers proper. 

(6) The Registrar of Copyrights shall, as soon an may be, send, wherever practicable, a 
copy of the entries made in the Register of Copyrights to the parties concerned. 

17. Correction of entries iu the Register of Copyrights,— The Registrar of Copyrights may, 
on his own motion or on application of any interested person, amend or alter the Register 
of Copyrights in the manner specified in section 49 after giving, wherevei practicable, to the 
person affected by such amendment or alteration, an opportunity to show cause against 
such amendment or alteration and communicate to such person the amendment or altera- 
tion made. 



IK. Indexes.— (1) There shall be kept at the Copyright Office the following Indexes for 
each Part eC the Register of Copyrights, namely,— 

(i) a general Author Index; 

(ii) a general Title Index: 

(iii) an Author Index of works In each language; and 

(iv) a Title Index of works in each language. 

(L') Every Index shall be arranged alphabetically In the form of cards. 

19. Inspection of the Register of Copyrights and Indexes.— The Register ol Copyrights 
and indexes thereof shall at all reasonable times be open to inspection by any peison in 
such manner and subject to such conditions as the Registrar ol Copyrights may specify. 

Hi. Copies and extracts of the Register of Copyrights and Indexes.— (1 ) Any person shall 
be entitled to take copies of, or make extracts from, the Register of Copyrights or indexes on 
payment of the fee specified in the Second Schedule subject to such supervision as the 
Registrar of Copyrights may arrange. 

(2) The Registrar of Copyrights shall, on an application made in that behalf and orr 
payment of the fee specified in the Second Schedule, furnish a certified uipy of any cntrie* 
made in tkc Register of CopyrigVs and indexes there6f, 
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CHAPTER VII 
Making or Records 

21. Making ol records.— (1) Any person intending ro make iccords undci clause (j) «f sub- 
jection (J) of section 53 shall give nouxe of such intention to the owner of the copyright 
and to the Copyright Board at least sixty days in advance of the making of the records and 
shall pay to the owner ot the copyright, along with the notice, the amount of royaltici 
due in tespect of all the records to be made at the rale lived by the Copyright Board in this 
Jbehalf. 

(2) Such notice shall contain the following information, namely:— 

(a) the particular) of the woik in respect of which records are to be made; 

{b) alterations and omissions, if any, which are proposed to be made for the adapta- 
tion of the work to the iecords; 

*(c) the name, address and nationality of the owner of the copyright in the wovk; 

(d) particulars of the records made previously recording the work; 

(c) the number of records intended to he made; and 

^f) the amount paid to I he owner of the copyright in the work by wi) of royalties 
and the manner of payment. 

CHAPTER VIII 

Importation of Infringing Copim 

22, Importation of Infringing copies.— Every application under sub-section (1) of section 53 
*hall be niade in accordance with Form VI and shall be accompanied by the fee specified 
in the Second Schedule. 

S3. Procedure for examination of Infringing copies.— The Registrar of Copyrights or the 
person authorised by him in this behalf shall, in taking action under sub-section (&) of 
section S3, act In collaboration with Customs authorities. 

CHAPTER IX 
Miscellaneous 

24. Mode o£ making applications etc.— Eveiy application, notice, statement oi any »thcr 
document fo be made, given, filed, or sent under the Act or under these Rules may, unless 
otherwise directed by the authority concerned, be sent by hand oi pre-paid registered post. 

25. Mode of communication by the Copyright Board etc.— Every written intimation from 
the Copyright Board, the Copyright Office or the Regisliar of Copyrights shall be deemed 
to have been duly communicated to any person if such intimation is sent to the known 
address of such person by pre-paid registered post. 

2fi. Fees.— (1) The fees payable under the Act in lespect of any matter shall be as 
cpocified in the Second Schedule. 

(2) S he fees may be paid to the Registrar of Copyrights, New Delhi, by a postal order 
or a bank draft issued by a .Scheduled Bank as defined in the Reserve Bank of India Act, 
1931, or by deposit into a Government Treasury or a branch of the Reserve Bank of India 
or the State Bank of India under the head of account: Major Head— 'XL VI— Miscellaneous', 
Minor Hetd 'Naturalisation, Passport and Copyright Fees'. 

(3) Postal ordeis and bank drafts shall be crossed and drawable in New Delhi. 

(4) Payment by bank drafts shall not be valid unless the amount of bank commission is 
included therein. 

(5) Where payment is made by deposit in a Government Treasury or a branch of the 
Reserve Bank of India or the State Bank of India, the (hallnn evidencing the payment shall 
lie sent to the authority concerned by pre-paid registered post. 

27. Right of audience.— In any proceedings before the Copyright Board or the Registiar 
of Copyrights any party may appear and be heard either in person nr by a pleader or other 
person duly authorised by such party. 

28. Costo.— The costs of. and incidental to, the proceedings before the Copyright Board 
-or the Registrar of Copyrights shall be in the discretion of the Copyright Board or the 
Registrar of Copyrights, as the case may be.
